COMMITTEES CONFER 


London, Oct. 15. 
No meeting af the heads of the 
delegations to the Imperial Con- 
ference was held to-day, but the 
work, of the Committee . was 
continued, ¢ 
The ‘Communications °° Com- 
mittee: further considered various 
aspects of Empire broadcasting, 
and the Committee on Arbitration 
und Disarmament and the General 
Economic Committee also met. 
The Canadian delegate, Maurice 
Dupre, presided at the Arbitration, 
Committee, at which a discussion 
on the General Act was com- 
menced. It will be continued to- 
morrow. The Committee’s agenda 
includes three main items—firstly 
the general act for the pacifie 
settlement -of international —dis- 
putes; secondly endments -to 
the League of Nations Covenant: 
thirdly, the question of disarma- 
ment Convention. 
The Foreign Secretary, Mr. 
Henderson, at Geneva -in Septem- 
ber, announced that the United 
Kingdom Government was prepar- 
ed in principle to accept the 
General Act, which seeks to extend 
the field of international coneilia- 
tion and arbitration to cover not 
merely justiciable disputes, which, 
under the Optional Clause, are ree 
ferred to The Hague, but all d
